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CURRENT TOPICS. 





A urrrer to a contemporary this week seems to argue 
the existence of considerable obscurity in the minds of 
the mercantile community as to the legal value of 
“mates’ receipts.” These documents are, without doubt, 
perfectly legal and valid so far as they go. When made 
outto the shipper in his own name they are valuable 
#vidence of the intention of the shipper (assuming him to 
be the owner of the goods) not to part with the ownership 
of, or, as lawyers would describe it, the property 
ip, them. In this sense they may perhaps be called 
documents of title, and Bacon, V.C., in Hathesy v. 
Taing (L. R. 17 Eq. 92), actually speaks of them 
#3 “title deeds held by the owner of the goods.” 
In Schuster v. M’Kellar (7 E. & B. 704) the plain- 
tiff, having shipped goods on the defendant's ship, 
‘had taken the mate’s receipts in his own name, but his 
‘yendee fraudulently induced the defendant's captain to 
give him bills of lading in his (the vendee’s) name without 
the production of the mate’s receipts. Having done 
#0, the captain declined to re-deliver the goods to the 
plaintiff, and the defendant was held liable for their 
Value, the jury having found that the plaintiff had not 
#0 conducted himself as to justify the captain, under 
‘the circumstances, in signing bills of lading to the vendee 
without soguising the production of the mate’s receipts. 
Again, in Falke v. Fletcher (13 W. R. 346; 18 0. B. N.S. 
407) it was held that the taking by the shipper 
@f mates’ receipts in his own name was strong evidence 
that he did not intend to part with the property in 
the goods. It is true that in Hathesy v. Laing— 
where again the ship owner had signed bills of lading 
without the production of the mate’s receipts—he was 
‘held not to be liable to an action by the plaintiff, to 
whom the mate’s receipts had been indorsed by the per- 
tons in whose name the goods were shipped and the 
Teceipts given, But the circumstances were peculiar, 
and Bacon, V.C., who decided the case, expressed no 
Sepprobation of Schuster v. M’ Kellar, nor was Falke 
¥, Fletcher cited. On the whole, then, it will be seen 
that mates’

receipts have certuinly some validity as 
of title, and that shipowners who, after 





mates’ receipts have been given to one person, give bills 
of lading making the goods deliverable to another, incur 
@ grave responsibility. Further, there is nothing, so far 
as we know, to prevent a valid pledge of mates’ receipts, 
though probably, unless perfected by notice to the 
captain, the security would be postponed to that of'a 
bond fide indorsee for value of a bill of lading. This 
latter point can hardly be said to have been decided, but 
such is the inclination of the cases, and commercial 
convenience would seem to tend in the direction of 
increasing as far as possible the negotiable value 
of bills of lading. Of course, the mere indorse- 
ment or delivery of the mate’s receipt does not 

with it any property in the goods. It must depend 
entirely quo intuitu the act is done. But this is equally 
the case with the indorsement of a bill of lading, as is 
recognized by the Bill of Lading Act when it speaks of 
an indorsement ‘‘so as to passthe property.” It would, 
however, be strong evidence of an intention to pledge 
the s. But, in truth, although mates’ receipts are 
sometimes pledged, we should doubt very much (though 
on this subject we speak with diffidence) whether this is 
done largely or generally. We cannot but think, from 
the temporary nature of the document itself, which is in 
reality only a stop-gap until the bill of lading is signed, 
that dealings with it of this kind must be somewhat 
exceptional, and accompanied usually by some explana- 
tion of the circumstances. 





Ir MAY BE THAT TRAVEL, according to the copybook 
heading, expands the mind ; but it does not necessarily 
tend to fill the expanded mind with stores of accurate 
legal remembrance. A learned serjeant having, as he 
stated, just returned “‘ from a tour,” took up his pen and 
wrote a letter to the Times. His letter, after referring 
to changes in the material of juries, concluded with the 
suggestion that ‘‘in criminal courts the distinetion 
between special and common jurymen should not be 
recognized.” Now it so happens that some little time 
before the serjeant set out on his tour the Legislature 
had anticipated his happy suggestion. The Juries 
Act, 1870 (33 & 34 Vict. c. 77), provided that this 
distinction should not be recognized. Section 16 provides 
“with respect to thesummoning of jurors” that no person 
shall be exempted from serving as a common juror by 
reason of his being on any special jurors’ list or being 
qualified to serve as a grand juror. It so happens, also, 
that in April last, Lord Justice Bramwell, commenting at 
Nottingham on this provision, said that “there was a 
law so plain that nobody could misinterpret it;” buf, 
with his accustomed sagacity, the learned judge forebore 
to say that nobody could overlook the law. And no 
later than last July Lord Coleridge, in charging the 
grand jury at the Chester Assizes, drew attention to 
the prevalence of the practice of not summoning to try 
criminal cases persons qualified as special jurors, and, 
after consultation with Lord Justice Bramwell, gave 
warning that if the practice was still persisted in he 
should fine the sheriff. Learned serjeants who are 
anxious for a “change in the material’? of the juries 
in the courts where they preside, should therefore take 
steps of a somewhat more practical nature than a letter 
to the Times. 





A cxass of shipping documents which has received 
some attention of late are the protests of merchant ships. 
We have received from Mr. E. E. Wendt a commnu- 
nication on this subject, in which he forcibly points out 
the loose way in which these protests are now made, and 
the temptation to fraud whith the system presents. 
To remedy this he makes a variety of suggestions by 
which he would give the notary before whom the pro- 
test is extended power to examine the captain and crew 
on oath, and would further provide that the protest 
should give an exact transcript of so much of the ship’s 
log as is essential for its compilation, with observations 
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and explanations by the signatories; and he suggests 
various precautions for ensuring the accuracy of the 
ship’s log, in the same direction as those already im- 
posed by law with regard to the official log. Whilst 
agreeing entirely as to the worthlessness of the present 
system of protests, and agreeing also with Mr. Wendt 
in many of the improvements he suggests, we think that 
some would be impracticable, and we doubt whether 
there is enough to be gained by the changes he advocates 
to overcome the vis inertie which he has to encoun- 
ter. We should imagine that even by underwriters and 
merchants, and certainly in courts of law, protests, as 
they are now taken, are measured at their true value, 
and where a deliberate fraud is intended, it is very 
rarely that a protest is of any assistance. Mr. Wendt 
states that the extended protest is in almost all countries 
other than the United Kingdom accepted as conclusive 
evidence in support of the facts on which the claims are 
made. There is no doubt that we are less prone to 
accept as evidence documents officially stamped than are 
many other nations, but we cannot but think that Mr. 
Wendt has overrated the guilelessness of continental 
lawyers, and their ignorance of the ways of seafaring 
men. At any rate, we fear that, to influence legislation 
here, he must find a stronger motive than the laudable 
desire to provide foreign tribunals with truthful and 
accurate protests. 





“ A Loxpon Soricrror” has been speculating rather 
prematurely on the invalidity of the transfers of the stock 
of the City of Glasgow Bank, which are stated to have 
been purchased by the reserve fund of the bank. He 
suggests that “inasmuch as it was decided in the case 
of the London and Hamburg Bank (18 W. R. 778) that 
it is clearly illegal in a joint stock bank to buy up its 
own stock, and as the transferors to the bank were parties 
to the illegal transaction, by analogy to the decision in 
the Mitre Assurance, Eyre’s case (31 L. J. Ch. 640), it 
will be competent to the liquidators to treat these trans- 
fers as void, and to make calls on the transferors.” In 
Eyres case, we may remark, the transfer was clearly 
tainted with fraud; the shareholder had presented a 
winding-up petition, and the directors, in order to stifle 
inquiry, bought him off by taking a transfer of his 
shares to 2 nominee for them. And, while it is 
clear that, according to English law, unless most dis- 
tinct power is given to a company by its memorandum 
or articles to deal in its own shares such dealings will 
be ultra vires and void—or, as Lord Justice Giffard put 
it in the case referred to of Re London, Ham- 
burgh, &c., Bank, Limited, “unless there is in plain 
terms a direct authority giving a right to purchase their 
own shares, it is clear in point of law, and clear, I have 
no hesitation in saying, among all business men of any 
sense, or who give their minds to the subject, that 
they cannot do so”—there does not seem to be much 
advantage in speculating on the applicability of this 
tule to a bank in Scotland, of the constitution of which, 
and of the circumstances attending the purchase of stock 
referred to, no accurate account appears yet to have been 
published. 





Mr. T. J.C. L. Bordman, eolicitor, in a pamphlet on the 
reports of the Select Committees on Employers’ Liability 
for Injaries to their Servants, thus states the balance of 
authoritics on the subject : ‘The House of Lords declares 
that, by the law of England, no master is liable for injuries 
wceatione, to a workman by the carelessness of a fellow- 
servant. The French Court of Caseation has pronounced a 
directly contrary decision. ‘The Scotch Municipal Courts 
bave expressed the same opinion as the Court of Cassation, 
but have been overruled by the House of Lords. To which, 
we may add, upon the authority of Mr. Ibert’s evidence 
before the committ-e (No. 314, 1876), that the laws of

BANKRUPTCY CASES OF THE YEAR, _

Ex Parts Aaronson (26 W. R. 470, L. R. 7 Oh. D. 718) ig 
a useful case upon several points. First of all, it cl} 
enunciates the effect of rule 301 taken in conn 
with the 4th sub-section of section 125. It had heey 
settled by Hx parte Walter (24 W. R. 834, L, R

statement. On the other hand, it had also 
held, and with the approval of the Court of Appeal, 
that there were cases in which the insufficiency of thg 
statement could be used as a bar to registration 
The present case limits the true practice thus: if the 
statement on its face is insufficient, or presents a state of 
facts to which the process of liquidation by arrangement 
ought not to be applied, the registrar should take 
cognizance of the imperfection upon the application fp 
register. The invalidity of the resolution under gugh 
circumstances appears upon the proceedings themselyeg, 
The case further shows that the debtor’s examination 
upon the statement is to be used as part of the state 
ment, being intended as explaining it. The technigg 
difficulties removed, the substantial question in the cag 
was whether resolutions for liquidation can be valg 
where the debtor shows no assets. A condition of the 
validity of this proceeding is that the resolutions sha 
be passed bond fide in the interests of the creditor; ang 
this consideration was held to govern the case, the 
materials before the court showing that the liquidatig, 
could only be for the benefit of the debtor. 

Ex parte Baum (26 W. R. 568, L. R. 7 Ch. D. 71H 
is also a decision of practical importance with refereng 
to the necessity of propriety in the conduct of theg 
proceedings. A special resolution for the discharged 
the debtor had been passed; but the registration we 
vacated on proof that there had been bribery or im 
proper practice in obtaining the majority.

principle of Troughton v. Gitley (Ambl. 630; which per- 
mits creditors, becoming such durirg a bankruptcy, to 
get up an equity against the trustee, when a case of ac- 

escence or lying by can be made out) was applied 
qhere the trustee and creditors in a prior liquidation 
had permitted the debtor to trade and deal with the 
assets as his own. There was, however, the further 
qonclusion to be drawn from the facts, that the estate 
had in substance been really sold or disposed of by the 
creditors to the debtor. 

The doctrine laid down in Hu parte Pottinger (26 
W. R. 648, L. R. 8 Ch. D. 621) is, we believe, quite 
novel. The Court of Appeal held that a result of the 
terms of section 32 is that debts upon voluntary 
covenants are not to be postponed in bankruptcy to 
debts for value, but are entitled to be paid pari passu. 
We presume that this will not be held to be a rule “as 
todebts and liabilities proveable” within the meaning 
of section 10 of the Judicature Act, 1875, so as to be 

into winding up and administration in the 

High Court. ; 

‘In Ex parte Stephens (26 W. R. 136, L. R. 7 Ch. D. 
127) the Court of Appeal gave an important judgment 
upon the effect of the clause in the Act (section 23) 
enabling the trustee to disclaim leasehold property. The 
facts were that the trustee in a liquidation, some two 
months after his appointment, disclaimed a lease, and on 
the day after the disclaimer, being still in possession, 
severed and removed the tenant’s fixtures. The language 
of Lord Justice James seems to imply that a disclaiming 
trustee cannot justify removal of fixtures, even before 
disclaimer, by reference to his possession subsequent to 
the adjudication. He says: ‘‘ By the joint opera. 
tim of the trustee’s disclaimer and the provisions 
of the Bankruptcy Act, the term is to be deemed 
for all purposes to have come to an end on the 
day of the adjudication, or, what is equivalent in the 
case of a liquidation by arrangement, the day, of the 
appointment of the trustee. That is what the Abt says. 
Aremoval of the fixtures months afterwards cannot be 
said to be a removal during the term or within a reason- 
able time after its expiration. The execution of the dis- 
dimer by the trustee made him a mere stranger. He 
had the legal right to remain in possession of the pre- 
mises for the purpose of exercising his judgment whether 
he would or would not disclaim the lease. He was in 
possession for that purpose, and that only; that is the 
tole extent to which the statute gave him any right to 
retain possession. When he did disclaim the lease, the 
term was at once gone as from the date of his appoint- 
ment, I know of no principle or authority for saying 
that a surrender can have any operation except upon the 
whole estate or interest derived under the lease.” 

However, in Hw parte Foster (26 W. R, 834), the 
Chief Judge held that before disclaimer the trustee could 
Temove fixtures notwithstanding the subsequent dis. 
daimer, “The trustee,” said his lordship, ‘ cannot 
wido what he has done, and confer on the landlord a 
benefit to which ho is not entitled, because by operation 
of law the disclaimer relates back to the appointment of 
the trustee,” 

Ew parte Dickin (26 W. R. 731, L. R. 8 Ch. D. 
77) is an ar ur decision respecting the limits 
Within which the Court of Bankruptoy ought to ex- 
ercise the wide jurisdiction given to it by section 72.

a reason for not exercising jurisdiction was that, whilst 
no question of bankruptcy law was involved, a question 
of character was involved which the parties might not 
desire to have decided in a county court. Lastly, 
altogether apart from the expediency of exercising any 
jurisdiction possessed by the court in a particular case, 
there wa3 a question as to the absolute generality of the 
powers conferred by section 72. Remembering, for 
instance, that the right of appeal was fettered, was the 
section to be construed as enabling the court to adjudi- 
cate upon the title to any real estate claimed by the 
bankrupt? So long as the Court of Bankruptcy imposes 
judicious limits upon the exercise of its jarisdiction 
against third parties, having regard to the conditions 
which its procedure and constitution impose upon 
litigants, different as they are in several important re- 
spects from those of the other tribunals, it is not perhaps 
desirable that the Act of Parliament should be inter- 
preted in such a way as to narrow the court’s powers 
when they can be beneficially exercised, and between 
parties who are willing to submit to it. This appears to 
be the view of Lord Justice James, who, in a recent case 
(Ex parte Fletcher, 26 W. R. 843), where a mortgagee 
of leasehold property belonging to the bankrupt applied 
in the bankruptcy for (amongst other things) an order for 
foreclosure, pointed out that the court was not upon 
that application exercising jurisdiction in invitum, a 
circumstance present in all the cases where it had been 
held that the court ought not to act; and expressly 
abstained from saying that foreclosure might not be 
granted in a proper case where a sale could not be 
carried out. 





LEGISLATION OF THE YEAR. 
FISH PROTECTION. 


Car. 39.—-An Act ror THE Protection oF FRESHWATER 
Fisx. 


The Salmon Fishery Acts, 1861 to 1876, have been 
very successful in their operation, and bid fair to revive 
the times when apprentices complained of having too 
many dishes of salmon in the week. The object of the 
present Act is to apply the Salmon Fishery Acts to 
trout and char, and, in some measure, to all freshwater 
fish. By the 5th section, the provisions of those Acts 
which prohibit fishing with spears and using roe as 8 
bait are applied to trout and char, while by the 6th 
section all the elaborate provisions of those Acts as to 
the formation and dissolution of fishery districts (see 28 
& 29 Vict. c. 121, ss. 4—32; 36 & 37 Vict. co. 71, ss. 
5—9) are extended to ‘‘all waters frequented by 
trout and char.” By the 7th section trout and 
char licences are to be issued; but the salmon 
licence is to include a licence to fish for trout and char, 
and the fee for a licence to fish for trout and char 
exclusively is to be not more than one-third of the 
maximum chargeable for the salmon licence. Under the 
Salmon Fishery Act, 1873 (86 & 87 Vict. c. Tl), s 21, 
sub-section 1, and schedule 3 the maximum duty for a 
single rod and line is thirty shillings; but the actual 
duty is only such as “the Board of Conservators of the 
district, with the sanction of the Secretary of State, 
may from time to time determine,” 

So much for trout and char, The Lith section is 
one to which partioular attention should be called. It 
provides a close season—from March 15 to June 15— 
for all fish “(other than pollan, trout, and char), which 
live in fresh water, except those kinds which migrate to 
or from the open sea.” It provides penalties for fishing 
for, catching or attempting to catch or kill, or buying, 
selling, exposing for sale, or having in possession for 
sale, such fish during the close season, and also provides 
for the forfeiture of the fish so caught, bought, sold,

fish.” It will be observed that while a penalty is 
attached to attempting to kill, there is none for killing. 
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‘There are exceptions in favour of persons angling in 
*“any several or private fishery with the leave of the 
owner of such fishery,” or taking fish for scientific 
purposes, or for use as bait; and it is provided that a 
beard of conservators may, with the approval of the 
“Secretary of State, exempt the whole or any part of 
their district from the penalties attaching to angling in 
the close.season. The interposition of the Secretary of 


: State might surely in this case have been spared. 


DEBTORS ACT. 
Aw Acro AMEND THE Dzzrors Act, 1869, AND THE 
Destors Act (IreELanp), 1872. 

Among the exceptions to the abolition of imprisonment 
for debt in the Debtors Act, 1869, two of the best known 
are: “(3) default by a trustee or person acting in a 
fiduciary capacity, and ordered to pay by a court of 
equity any sum in his possession or under his control ” ; 
and “ (4) default by an attorney or solicitor in payment 
of costs where ordered to pay costs for misconduct as 
such, or in payment of a sum of money when ordered to 
pay the same in his character of an officer of the court 
making the order.” The present Act, in any case coming 
within these exceptions, enables any court or judge 

making the order for payment, or having jurisdiction in 
the action or proceeding in which the order for payment 
is made, to inquire into the case, and (subject to the 
provisoes contained in section 4 of the Debtors Act) to 
grant or refuse, either absolutely or on terms, any appli- 
cation for a writ of attachment, or other process or order 
of arrest cr imprisonment, and any application to stay 
the operation of any such writ, process, or order, or for 
-discharge from arrest or imprisonment thereunder. 


INNKEEPERS. 


Car. 58.—An Act FoR THE FURTHER RELIBF OF 
INNKEEPERS. 


In Mulliner v. Florence (26 W. R. 385, L. R. 8 
Q. B. D. 484), a person who was staying at the 
defendant's hotel, at Coventry, had bought a pair 
of horses and a waggonette from the plaintiff. They 
fwere never paid for, but they were taken to the 
-defendant’s stables, and the purchaser afterwards ab- 
; sconded without paying his hotel bill. The defendant 
- Claimed a lien on the carriage and horses, and refused to 
give them up to the plaintiff on his tendering the expenses 
. of the horses’ keep. The defendant sold the horses by 
- auction, and the plaintiff then commenced an action for 
their detention and conversion. Mr. Baron Pollock, 
before whom the case was tried, entered judgment for 
the defendant, holding, first, that the defendant's general 
lien for hotel charges extended to the guest’s horses 
and carriages as well as to his personal luggage ; and, 
secondly, that the sale of the horses by. the defendant 
was justifiable. The Court of Appeal concurred in the 
-first part of the judgment, but reversed the learned 
‘baron’s decision, upon the ground that, by parting with 
the horses, the defendant had destroyed his lien upon 
them. Judgment was entered for the plaintiff for the value 
ofthe horses, but for the defendant so far as related to the 
waggonette and harness. The new Act (which was in- 
troduced into the House of Commons by Mr. Wheelhouse, 
QC.) consists of one long section, which provides 
that the landlord, proprietor, keeper, or manager of any 
hotel, inn, or licensed public house shall, in addition to 

his ordinary lien, have the right absolutely to sell:and 
dispose by public auction of any goods, chattels, 
horses, wares, or merchandise which may have been 
deposited with him or left in the house he keeps, or in 
the coach-house, stable, stable-yard, or other premises 
appurtenant or belonging thereto, where the person 
depositing or leaving such goods, &c., shall be or become 
indebted to the said innkeeper, either for any board or 
lodging, or for the keep and expenses of any horse or 
other animals left with or standing at livery in the stables

or fields occupied by such innkeeper.” It is, however, 
provided that the property must be in the innkeepers 
custody for six weeks before the sale, and that he shal} 
pay to the owner on demand any surplus remaining out 
of the proceeds of the sale after satisfaction of his debt 
and the expenses of selling. Moreover, at least ong 
month before the sale, it must be advertised in ong 
London and one local newspaper, with a description of 
the goods, and the name (if known) of the owner op 
depositor. And it is provided that ‘“‘the debt for the 
payment of which a sale is made shall not be any other 
or greater debt than the debt for which the goods or 
other articles could have been retained by the innkeeper 
under his lien.” As the Bill originally stood, it gaye 
the innkeeper the right to sell goods not only for the 
debt for which they were detained, but for any debt 
which might be due from the guest to the innkeeper, 
The above clause was inserted in the Bill by the Lor. 
Chancellor. pel

ECCLESIASTICAL LAW. 


A Lscat Guipe ror tHe CLERGY; WITH AN APPENDIX oF 
STraTUTES AND THE JUDGMENT OF THE Fina Court oy 
gue AppraL or Mr. Rriospatz.

Mr. Urlin has arranged under alphabetical headings 
a brief account of “so much of the law ecclesiastical of 
England as is usually required.” His book may beot 
service to the clergy, but the information given is a great 
deal too meagre for the lawyer, and we doubt whether 
even the clergy will be satisfied to be referred “to the 
Acts and to Phill. Eccl. Law” for the mode of executing 
repairs and raising money for that purpose under the 
Ecclesiastical Dilapidations Acts.

The information given on the points 
with reference to which we have consulted the book ap- 
pears, however, so far as it goes, to be accurate.

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BENEFIcIAL TitLE.—A curious case arising out of the col- 
lision between the “Princess Alice” and the “ Bywell 
Castle” arose in Re Ivory, Hankin v. Turner, heard by 
the Vacation Judge on Wednesday last. One of the 
passengers died intestate, and the defendant took out 
letters of administration as the lawful brother of the half 
blood, and one of the next of kin, of the intestate. The 
Plaintiff, who was the maternal uncle of the intestate, and 
claimed to be the sole next of kin, alleging that the defend- 
ant was illegitimate, commenced an action in the Chancery 
Division for the administration of the estate, and now 
moved for a receiver. On behalf of the defendant it waa 
urged that the plaintiff was precluded from coming to the 
Chancery Division under a title inconsistent with the 
letters of administration by virtue of which he brought 
his action against the defendant. His proper remedy, 
assuming his case to be good, would be to apply to the 
Prebate Division to recall the letters of administration. In 
support of this contention several authorities were cited, 
including Meluish v. Milton (L. R, 3 Ch. D. 37), Barrs v. 
Jackson (1 Phil. 582), and Pinney v. Hunt (26 W. R. 69, 
L. R. 6 Ch\D, 98). On behalf of the plaintiff it was con- 
tended that,\as the defendant had in fact clothed himself 
with the legal title as personal representative of the intes. 
tate, his description as half brother and next of kin might 
be treated as mere surplusage, and that the plaintiff might 
waive his right to have the letters of administration re- 
called and a fresh grant made to himself, and, as the only 
person beneficially interested in the estate, might compel 
the defendant to aiminister it for his benefit. Hawkins, 
J., inclined to this view, and considered the case of Meluish 
v. Milton clearly distinguishable. There the piaintiffs im- 
peached the will itself, on the ground of fraud, and if the 
will was invalid there was no appointment of executors, 
and nothing of which probate could be granted; while in 
the present case the plaintiff did not raise the question of 
the validity of the letters of administration, but, admitting 
them to be valid, merely disputed the defendaut’s right to 
any beneficial interest. That was the present inclination 
of his opinion, but as the motion could not be heard on the 
merits till next week, he should consider the matter. 





Breacu or INJUNCTION—ATTACHMENT—ILLITERATE DE- 
FENDANT—EVIDENCE.—In Leivers v. Peach the plaintiff 
moved before Hawkins, J., for an order to commit the de- 
fendant Stoppard for breach of an injunction restraining 
him and other defendants from entering on, or damaging 
the surface of, or committing any other act of trespass, or 
inciting other persons to commit any such act of trespase, 
on an allotment No, 714, recently inclosed from Selston- 
common, or on any other allotments in the possession of the 
plaintiffs. The application was supported by evidence of 
due notice of the injunction having been given, and also 
by the evidence of two policemen, who deposed that the 
defendants’ children had been trespassing on an allotment 
No, 720 in the possession of the plaintiffs, and that the 
policemen had seen and heard him signal and verbally en- 
courage other persons to enter on the same allotment. 
There was no allegation that the defendant had himself 
committed any act of trespass, or that he had incited any 
person to enter on the allotment No. 714 specifically men- 
tioned in the injunction. No evidence whatever was filed 
on behalf of the defendant, but it was urged that he was a 
poor man who lived several miles from any town, and could 
not conveniently make an affidavit; that the injunction 
must be construed strictly, and that it could not be assumed 
against the defendant that he knew the allotment No. 720 to 
be in the possession of the plaintiffs, or that he underatood the 
injunction to extend to that allotment. Oiservations were 
also made on the fact of the evidence being oply that of 

licemen who were paid to watch for trespassers, and might 
be desirous of making up a case. His lordship said that he 
had not a shadow of Soubt that he ought to make the order. 
If the defendant hed filed a short affidavit to the effect that 
he had no intention of committing a breach of the injunction, 
or if there had been the slightest ground for the contention 
that he did not understand the injunction, he would have 
made every allowance for him as 9 poor and ignorant man. 
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But the evidence (which was uncontradicted) showed clearly 
that he knew what he was doing, and had wilfully disobeyed 
the court and eet the law at defiance, and therefore no argu- 
ment founded on his position in life could have any effect. 
The oath of a policeman was entitled to as much weight as 
that of any other man; he was ar liable to a prosecution 
for perjury, and would not be likely to receive a lighter 
ponishment than men who did not so well know the im- 
portance of speaking the truth ; and in the present case there 
was no conflict of testimony—the evidence of the policemen 
was uncontradicted. The plaintiffs ig var Seed wished 
to put astop to the trespassing, which had become a great 
nuisance. Ditimately an order was made against the de- 
fendant, the plaintiffs undertaking not to draw it up for a 
month, and not to enforce it at all in case the defendant 
Les an apology and paid the costs of the motion within 
at time. 








Obituary. 


MR. JOSEPH KAY, Q.C. 


Mr. Joseph Kay, Q.C., Solicitor-General for the county of 
Durham, died at Fredley, near Dorking, on the 9th inst. 
Mr. Kay was the son of the late Mr. Robert Kay, of Brook- 
shaw, Lancashire, and he was a younger brother of the late 
Sir John Kay Shuttleworth, and of Mr. Edward Kay, Q.C., 
of the Chancery Bar. He was born in 1821, and was edu- 
cated at Trinity College, Cambridge, where he ae 
B.A. in 1844, and he was letel University Travelling 
Bachelor for the same year. He was called to the bar at the 
Inner Temple in Easter Term, 1848, and had ever since been 
a member of the Northern Circuit. Mr. Kay was subsequently 
appointed judge of the Court of Record for the Hundred 
of Salford (an appointment which did not necessitate his 
retirement from practice), and in 1869 he became Solicitor- 
General for the County Palatine of Durham. In the same 
year he received a silk gown from Lord Hatherley, and 
was soon afterwards elected a bencher of the Inner Temple. 
Mr. Kay was the author of a work on “ The Law Relating 
to Shipmasters and Seamen,” and he had published several 
smaller works on political and social subjects. Like the 
other members of his family, be was an active supporter of 
the Liberal party, and at the last general election became a 
candidate for the borough of Salford, but was more than 300 
votes behird Mr. Charley, the second Conservative eandi- 
date. In April, 1877, on the death of Mr. Cawley, he again 
contested the seat, but was once more defeated, asp a 
smaller majority. Mr. Kay bad a good share of business 
on the Northern Circuit, but for several months had been 
debarred from practice by failing health. He was, however, 
thought to be better, and within the last few weeks he had 
addressed several letters on the “ Land Question” to a 
Manchester newspaper. 

The Manchester Guardian says that “ Very much of the 
time which Mr, Kay was able to spare from the activities of 
professional life were devoted to the study of Jand tenure, 
not only in Great Britain, but also in France, Belgium, Ger- 
many and Switzerland; and the results of his inquiries, 
together with suggestions for an amendment of the English 
laws effecting land, were made known at various times 
through the medium of the press. His contributions were 
on several occasions referred to by Mr. Bright as being clear 
and authoritative expositions of the subject. The educa- 
tional systems of Germany and Switzerland were also 
amongst his early studies, He published in the year 1846 
“ Education of the Poor in England and Europe,” and four 
ner later “The Social Condition and Education of the 

eople Mr d and a sg Rice works had a not 
unim po Dg upon subsequent history of the 
education question t, this country. The regard felt for 
Mr. Kay by his supporters in the borough of Salford was 
testified by the presentation to him of an address in his 
retirement at Fredley, which the state of bis health did not 
admit of his pod receiving. Personally Mr. Kay was a 
gentleman of great refinement and culture, and his death 
Will be a source of , not only to his friends in this im- 
mediate neighbourhood, but also to » large circle in the 
metropolis and € e.””

Legal Pews. 


At the Gloucestershire Quarter Sessions on Tuesday, Mr. 
J. E. Dorington was elected chairman, in the room of 
the late Mr. Dickinson, Mr. C. Sumner, who had been 
chairman of the Second Court, was appointed chairman of 
the Appellate Court, and Mr. Russell J. Kerr chairman of 
the Second Court. 

Mr. Hamersley, having held the office of chairman of the 
Oxfordshire Quarter Sessions for fifteen years, has resigned 
the appcintment owing to ill-health.

During the opera- 
tions Herr Miiller, ex-judge and commandant of a battalion 
in the Steinhausen Brigade, recommended his men to ab- 
stain from drinking the beer of the Bihlen brewery on the 
pond that it was likely to injure their health and render 

em less able to support the fatigue of marching and the 
weight of their accoutrements. The Sap eepa of the 
brewery, feeling himself much aggrieved at this order, and 
on the plea that it has operated greatly to his detriment, 
has brought an action against Herr Miiller, laying his 
damages at a rather considerable sum. The beer, which 
has been submitted to analysis, is pronounced by experts to 
contain no ingredients injurious to health. On the other 
hand it is contended that when an officer on service orders 
or advises his men in good faith to abstain from the use of 
such food or drink as he may think likely to impair the 
value of their services to the State, it is not right that he 
should be exposed to the annoyance of an action at law, 
much levs that he should be liable to be mulcted in heavy 
damages. The case excites much interest among officers in 
the army of the Confederation.
